The  National  Invitational  Tournament  and  the  NCAA  play-offs 
are  on  tap  for  Brigham  Young  and  Wyoming  for  sure,  one  way  or 
another,  it  was  announced  the  first  of  this  week  by  the  two  schools. 

One  way  is  for  coach  Ev  Ehelton’s  Cowboys  to  win  over  Colo- 
rado A&M  Friday  night  and  be  assured  of  the  NCAA  play-offs  in 
Corvallis,  Ore.,  March  13  and  14. 
In  that  case,  the  Cougars  would 
trad  for  New  York  and  the  NIT 
after  their  Thursday  and  Friday 
n:ght  games  with  Denver  and 
New  Mexico. 

Glen  Jacoby,  Wyoming  athletic 
boss,  accepted  an  invitation  to 
the  NIT,  replacing  Brigham 
Young  in  the  event  that  the 
Wattsmen  take  advantage  of  a 
possible  Colorado  win  Friday  and 
enter  the  NCAA.  This  allowed 
the  NIT  officials  to  complete  the 
pairings  without  further  delay. 

If  the  Aggies  do  upset  the  Wy- 
oming club,  the  conference  cham- 
pionship will  probably  be  decided 
by  the  flip  of  a coin  or  vote  of 
the  members.  In  case  of  a vote, 
the  Brighams  would  probably  get 
the  nod  because  of  their  season 
record  and  one  lopsided  victory 
ovpr  Wyoming.

Legislative  council  members 
heard  committee  reports  for  the 
greater  part  of  their  session  last 
Monday  night  as  the  traffic  com- 
mittee on  the  Council-Faculty 
party,  the  committee  on  govern- 
ment re-organization  and  the 
Keep  Off  the  Grass  committee 
reported  on  their  investigations. 

Traffic  committee  members  re- 
ported that  an  effort  is  being 
made  to  secure  the  opinion  of  a 
competent  traffic  official  concern- 
ing a just  system  of  speeding 
regulations  on  campus. 

Russ  Mickelson  had  two  re- 
ports, giving  first  the  facts  con- 
cerning the  results  of  his  com- 
mittee on  government  re-organ- 
ization and  then  reported  on 
preparations  for  a joint  Legisla- 
tive council-faculty  party. 

Mickelson  reported  first  that 
the  re-organization  committee  has 
not  as  yet  established  any  recom- 
mendations, but  that  the  group 
is  hearing  various  student  lead- 
ers on  facets  of  student  govern- 
ment. Mickelson  encouraged  all 
students  to  submit  ideas  or  com- 
plaints to  committee  members.

Will  the  Hill  Cumorah  pageant 
be  presented  this  year? 

If  the  missionary  personnel, 
because  of  the  world  situation, 
continues  to  be  reduced,  there  will 
be  only  about  40  missionaries  in 
the  Eastern  States  mission,  which 
presents  the  pageant  annually. 
This  is  not  half  the  number  nec- 
essary. 

To  remedy  the  situation,  Dr. 
Harold  I.  Hansen  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  speech  depart- 
ment, and  director  of  the  pag- 
eant, at  the  suggestion  of  Pres. 
David  O.  McKay,  will  take  a con- 
tingent of  50  students  to  the  Hill 
Cumorah  to  help  put'  on  the  fam- 
ous presentation  Aug.  6-8. 

Those  who  go  will  not  necess- 
arily have  to  be  returned  Eastern 
States  missionaries,  or  even  re- 
turned missionaries.  There  are 
about  60  Eastern  States  mission- 
aries on  campus  bpt  it  is  estim- 
ated that  only  20  of  them  will  be 
able  to  go  back  so  the  remainder 
will  be  made  up  of  carefully 
screened  students  who  desire,  and 
are  able  to  make  the  trip. 

Those  who  go  will  be  expected 
to  pay  their  own  expenses,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  able 
to  arrange  their  two-week  vaca- 
tion period  at  that  time  so  that 
expenses  will  be  lessened.  The 
students  will  live  in  the  mission 
quarters  for  $1  per  night,  and 
will  help  with  testimony  meet- 
ings and  other  activities  of  the 
missionaries  at  that  time. 


The  group  will  leave  on  a char- 
tered bus  from  Provo  an  July  23 
and  the  trip  will  be  completed 
August  9.

the  same  family.  The  original  tale 
sprang  from  Greek  mythology 
and  is  peopled  with  the  strong 
heroic  type  of  people  typical  of 
all  ancient  Grecian  drama.

and  from  BYU.  That  means  that 
the  girls  who  sit  at  the  switch- 
board from  8 a.m.  to  6 p.m.  are 
enjoying  an  unusual  position. 
They  are  actually  feeling  the 
pulse  ofthe  University,  even 
more  so  than  the  president  him- 
self. 

The  BYU  switchboard  is  hand- 
led by  chief  operator  Mrs.  Evelyn: 
Christensen,  with  the  assistance 
of  four  student  operators — Mar- 
garet Faulkner,  Betty  Harper, 
Shirley  Ray,  and  Charlene 
Chandler. 

With  approximately  250 
phones  on  the  school’s  lines,  it 
becomes  somewhat  of  a task  for 
these  girls  to  memorize  every 
name  and  number,  which  is  a 
necessary  qualification  for  work 
on  the  Y switchboard. 

The  fifteen  outside  lines  are 
usually  adequate  to  handle  calls 
that  go  on  and  off  campus,  but 
there  are  occasions  when  all  15 
lines  are  in  use.  Those  are  the 
times  when  even  the  congenial 
BYU  operators  could  tear  their 
hair. 

Because  of  the  dial  system  em- 
ployed on  campus,  all  intra-school 
communication  is  done  by  the 
caller  without  help  from  the  op- 
erator. The  maze  of  electrical 
mechanism  and  wiring  for  the 
dial  system  is  located  across  the 
hall  from  the  switchboard  room. 

Besides  their  time  consuming 
task  of  keeping  the  telephone 
users  happy,  the  operators  also 
have  to  receive  and  send  tele- 


grams over  the  Western  Union 
ticker  tape.  And  as  many  as  10 
telegrams  are  received  on  some 
days. 

Modem  communication  has  be- 
come practically  a necessity  to 
the  American'  way  of  life,  and 
Brigham  Young  University  is  for- 
tunate in  having  such  an  up  to 
date  system  with  such  a capable 
staff.

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WOMEN’S  RIGHTS 

The  right  of  women  to  vote  is  being  exercised  on  the  Brigham 
Young  University  campus  today  and  tomorrow.  At  least  there  are 
hopes  that  this  privilege  is  being  used. 

Primary  elections  of  the  Associated  Women  students  started 
this  morning,  with  a total  of  34  women  running  for  the  four  ffoices. 
It  is  a healthy  sign  whert  there  are  many  candidates  for  office.  It 
Indicates  more  than  just  a passing  interest. 

But  with  the  coming  of  campus  elections  an  annual  problem 
rolls  around.  Of  course,  elections  bring  more  than  just  one  problem, 
but  we  have  in  mind  the  question  of  organized  block  voting.  By  that 
we  refer  to  the  policy  of  social  unit  sponsorship  of  candidates,  and 
then  the  insistence  that  each  member  vote  straight  down  the  party 
line. 

Social  units  in  many  ways  are  the  very  life  blood  of  extra- 
curricular activity  at  BYU,  and  their  backing  of  the  elections  is 
indispensable.  But  we  question  the  wisdom  of  asking  complete 
support  from  unit  members  for  a unit  candidate.  Party  line  voting 
has  been  considered  by  some  to  be  one  of  the  evils  of  democratic 
elections.  The  best  candidate  should  be  the  aim  and  goal  of  every 
voter,  regardless  of  party,  social  unit,  or  what  have  you. 

With  so  many  candidates  running  in  this  year’s  AWS  election, 
it  is  very  doubtful  that  the  support  of  a social  unit  will  swing  the 
election  one  way  or  the  other,  but  try  to  recognize  the  possibilities 
of  the  problem  for  future  elections. 


LET’S  NOT  FORGET 

(Editor’s  note — The  following  editorial  appeared  in  the 
University  of  Utah  “Chronicle”  March  2.  It  is  being  reprinted 
in  the  interest  of  continued  good  relations  between  the  two 
schools.) 

Friday  night  while  University  students  were  watching  royalty 
being  presented  at  the  Founders’  Day  dance,  or  listening  to  Stan 
Kenton’s  music,  and  in  general  feeling  pretty  good,  our  neighbors 
to  the  South  must  have  been  “feeling  mighty  low.” 

Brigham  Young  University,  who  last  week  passed  Wyoming 
for  the  Skyline  conference  championship,  had  just  slipped  to  second 
place  again. 

Though  there  is  still  some  hope  for  the  Cougars,  we  want 
them  to  know  that  they  have  the  support  of  the  University  of  Utah. 
Though  that  support  is  in  spirit  only,  they  have  it. 

Since  the  University  can’t  have  the  crown,  there  isn’t  a school 
that  we  would  rather  see  have  it  than  Brigham  Young.  So  regardless 
of  what  comes,  we  are  pulling  for  Brigham  Young. 

When  the  University  Redskins  went  to  Provo  two  weeks  ago 
for  the  first  of  the  BYU-Utah  series  this  year,  there  was  an  under- 
tone with  the  Utah  students  that  rather  hoped  that  BYU  would* win 
that  game.  A win  then  would  have  done  much  for  the  prestige  of 
Utah,  but  a loss  by  the  Cougars  would  have  thrown  them  out  of 
the  crown  race.  This  Utah  didn’t  even  want.  For  us,  it  is  either 
BYU  or  Wyoming  and  we  take  the  Y. 

Maybe  some  day  Utah  may  be  in  the  same  position,  and  maybe 
we  will  have  the  support  of  the  BYU  in  spirit. 

However,  we  must  say  that  when  the  USAC  slipped  that  win 
from  Wyoming  the  Utah  fans  were  all  out  for  beating  the  Cougars, 
when  the  two  played  on  the  Utah  floor.  At  the  time  we  felt  that 
a loss  to  the  BYU  wouldn’t  hurt  their  championship  hopes.  As 
things  look  now,  it  would  have. 

We  don’t  know  how  the  Y will  do  it,  but  it  is  hoped  that  they 
come  through.

Since  1903,  when  the  Terri- 
tory of  Hawaii  first  tried  to 
become  one  of  the  United 
States,  Congress  has  pigeon- 
holed the  bill  17  times.  Now, 
it  seems  as  if  Hawaii  will  be- 
come a state,  because  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  and  his  con- 
gressional leaders  have 
placed  statehood  for  Hawaii 
on  the  must  legislation  list 
for  the  present  administra- 
tion. 

If  made  a state,  Hawaii  will 
become  the  first  noncontiguous 
land  added  to  the  union.  Also,  a 
large  non-white  population  would 
be  brought  into  the  country.  The 
present  500,000  population  (larg- 
er than  Delaware,  Nevada,  Ver- 
mont, or  Wyoming)  is  composed 
of: 

Japanese — 37  per  cent 
White — 23  per  cent 
Hawaiian — 17.5  per  cent 
Rhilipinos — 12  per  cent 
Chinese — 6.5  per  cent 
Other  nationalities — 4 per  cent. 
The  too  common  attitude  that 
only  white  people  are,  or  can'  be 
good  Americans  would  suffer  by 
the  addition  of  so  many  Asiatics 
and  Polynesians  to  our  country. 

By  becoming  a state,  Hawaii 
would  continue  to  pay  about  the 
same  taxes  ($135,000,000  last 
year — more  than  nine  other 
states),  draft  its  men,  and  other- 
wise contribute  to  the  federal 
government. 

From  the  long-range  point  of 
view,  Hawaii  would  benefit  great- 
ly by  statehood.  The  voters  could 
participate  in  presidential  elec- 
tions, and  elect  their  own  repre- 
sentatives to  the  house  and  sen- 
ate. These  men  would  carry  much 
more  prestige  and  influence  than

the  single,  non-voting  delegate, 
who  now  represents  the  Hawaii- 
ans  in  congress.  The  law  against 
the  .refining  sugar  in  the  terri- 
tories would  no  longer  apply,  and 
Hawaiian  sugar  would  not  have 
to  be  refined  in  California.  Long 
needed  power  and  water  projects 
would  also  be  speeded  along, 
high  court. 

“The  possible  destiny  of 
the  United  States  of  America 
— as  a nation  of  a hundred 
millions  of  free  men — stretch- 
ing from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific,  living  under  the  laws 
of  Alfred,  and  speaking  the 
language  of  Shakespeare  and 
Milton  is  an  August  concep- 
tion. Why  should  we  not 
.wish;  to  see  it  realized?” 

This  was  spoken  by  Samuel 
Coleridge  in  1833.  His  idea  of  the 
destiny  of  America  has  been  re- 
alized. Why  not  extend  the  Unit- 
ed States  into  the  Pacific? 


Three  Foreign 
Tours  Slated 
By  Extension 

Three  different  tours ’are  being 
planned  by  the  extension  depart- 
ment of  BYU,  according  to  Dr. 
H.  G.  Clark. 

Three  members  of  the  univer- 
sity faculty  have  been  granted 
leaves  of  absence  to  travel  in  Eu- 
rope, while  two  more  will  do  post 
doctoral  work  at  other  schools. 

Dr.  Sidney  B.  Sperry,  director 
of  Religion,  and  Eldin  Ricks,  in- 
structor in  Religion,  will  lead  a 
tour  to  the  holy  land  during  the 
spring  quarter. 

Dr.  Hugh  Nibley,  professor  of 
history  and  religion,  and  Dr.  An- 
tone  K.  Romney,  professor  of 
philosophy  of  education  and  guid- 
ance, will  do  post-doctoral  work. 
Dr.  Nibley  will  spend  spring  quar- 
ter and  the  summer  studying 
manuscripts  in  their  original  clas- 
sical and  Semitic  languages  pre- 
paratory for  articles  he  is  writ- 
ing, while  Dr.  Romney  will  do 
advanced  graduate  work  at  Stan- 
ford University. 

Another  tour  is  of  Europe, 
which  has  been  set  for  June  15 
to  Sept.  14  under  the  leadership 
of  J.  Reuben'  Clark  HI. 

The  group  will  tour  England, 
France,  Spain,  Switzerland,  Italy, 
Austria,  Germany,  Holland  and 
Belgium  for  66  days.  The  cost  for 
each  member  will  be  approxi- 
mately $1200. 

They  will  sail  for  LeHarve, 
France,  on  the  S.  S.  Waterman, 
arriving  there  June  28.  Only  ac 
credited  students  between  18  and 
30  may  participate.  All  students 
interested  must  file  applications 
before  March  15.  Applications 
should  be  addressed  to  the  BYU 
extension  division,  Dr.  Clark,  di- 
rector.

Application  blanks  may  be  ob- 
tained by  students  from -the  near- 
est local  board.  They  do  not  have 
to  return  home  to  the  local  board 
which  has  jurisdiction'  over  them. 

New  Regulations 

Major  General  Lewis  B.  Her- 
shey,  Director  of  Selective  Ser- 
vice, has  stated  on  a number  of 
occasions  that  new  regulations, 
which  will  substantially  tighten 
the  deferment  criteria  by  raising 
the  standards,  are  in  the  process 
of  formulation  because  the  limit- 
ed manpower  scupply  no  longer 
justifies  deferment  of  so  many 
students  and  because  veterans 
are  now  returning  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  take  the  places  of  col- 
lege students  drafted. 

The  present  criteria  for  consid- 
eration for  deferment  as  a stu- 
dent are  either  a score  of  70  or 
better  on  the  Selective  Service 
College  Qualification  Test  or  class 
standing  among  the  male  mem- 
bers in  the  upper  half  of  the 
freshman  class,  upper  two  thirds 
of  the  sophomore  class  or  upper 
three  fourths  of  the  junior  class. 
Seniors  accepted  for  admission 
to  a graduate  school  satisfy  the 
criteria  if  they  are  among  the 
upper  half  of  the  male  members 
of  their  senior  class,  or  they 
make  a score  of  *5  or  better  Stu- 
dents already  enrolled  in  gradu- 
ate schools  may  be  considered 
for  deferment  ‘-so  long  as  they 
remain  in'  good  standing.  Pre- 
sumably, these  criteria  will  be 
tightened  “all  up  and  down  the 
line.”

The  criteria  are  guides  for  the 
local  boards.  The  local  boards 
are  under  no  compulsion  to  fol- 
low them,  but  any  local  board 
classification  is  subject  to  ap- 
peal. The  t appeal  must  be  filed 
in  writing  with  the  local  board 
within  10  days  of  the  date  the 
local  board  mails  the  notice  of 
classification. 


General  Hershey  also  has  re- 
peatedly stressed  that  no  defer- 
ment is  an  exemption.  “A  defer- 
ment is  a delay  or  postpone- 
ment,” he  said,  “and  in  no  way 
cancels  the  duty  of  the  regis- 
trant to  meet  his  obligations. 
Liability  of  a college  student  for 
service  remains  until  he  is  35 
years  old.” 


No  Compulsion 


Many  students  have  been  con- 
fused in  differentiating  between 
the  I-S  and  H-S  deferments.  The 
II-S  deferment  is  considered  on 
the  basis  of  class  ^standing  or 
qualification  test  and  is  discre- 
tionary on  the  part  of  the  local 
board. 


The  I-S  deferment,  on  the  oth- 
er hand,  is  provided  by  the  law. 
A college  student  ordered  to  re- 
port for  induction  while  he  is 
satisfactorily  pursuing  a full- 
time course  is  entitled  to  this 
I-S  deferment  until  he  finishes 
his  academic  year  provided  he 
has  not  had  his  induction  post- 
poned or  been  deferred  as  a 
student  prior  to  June  19,  1951. 
He  may  .be  given  but  one  such 
deferment  and  it  is  incumbent 
upon  him  to  notify  his  local 
board  of  his  status  when  he  re- 
ceives the  order  to  report  for 
induction.
